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Man jailed 
for £45,000 

phone fraud 


A FORMER manager who de¬ 
frauded his employer out of more 
than £45,000 has been jailed for a 
year. 

Andrew Barwick, of Windmill 
Close, Soham, admitted taking 
advantage of his position as a 
telecommunications manager at 
the engineering giant Marshall to 
gain £45,678.84. 

The former soldier, who served 
in Iraq, pleaded guilty this week 
to fraud by abuse of position 
between May 14, 2010 and Janu- 
ary 1, 2015. 

Barwick, who was responsible 
for purchasing mobile handsets 
for staff, sold the phones to re¬ 
cycling companies and pocketed 
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the proceeds over a four-year pe¬ 
riod. 

The 36-year-old committed the 
offence to help with “financial 
difficulties” that arose after his 
wedding in 2010, the court heard. 

fim Earle, prosecuting, told 
Cambridge Crown Court that 
Barwick sent mobile phones to 
recycling companies without 
the knowledge of his employer, 
Marshall Aerospace and Defence 
Group. 

Barwick, who worked with the 


Cambridge firm for more than 
10 years - started to commit the 
fraud just four months after be¬ 
ing made a manager. 

It started with him recycling 
redundant phones, but not long 
after he began buying new 
phones and recycling them, the 
court heard. 

The company was notified of 
“unusual activity” on its mobile 
phone account by Vodafone, 
sparking an investigation. 

Mr Earle told the court that 
Barwick confessed when con¬ 
fronted by his employer, saying

East Cambs 
makes top 
10 UK list 

EAST Cambridgeshire has made 
a list of the top 10 places to live 
and work in the UK. 

The district came eighth in 
a list of the top 10 locations 
for where affordability meets 
happiness published in The 
Telegraph this week. 

According to the data, created 
by the Office for National 
Statistics, the average price for a 
two-bedroom house is £173,000 
in East Cambs. 

Happiness is at a 7.6 out of 10, 
and the house price to income 
ration is 4. 

Though the homes may seem 
expensive on a general scale, 
they are cheap in comparison to 
other places in Cambridgeshire 
and the East. 

The figures also revealed the 
places with the most expensive 
homes - but where people are 
still happy - and where people 
are "skint and miserable". 

Places with the priciest homes 
(but happiest residents) include 
Winchester, Lewes and New 
Forest, while the most miserable 
people can be found in Ealing, 
Guildford and Oxford. 

The top three places where 
affordability meets happiness, 
according to the data, are 
Allerdale, Ribble Valley and 
Copeland. 


CRIME 

Warning after 
spate of arson 


A SPATE of arson attacks 
in the region has sparked a 
warning from fire chiefs. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service says it can¬ 
not point the finger at who 
might be responsible for the 
incidents, but head of com¬ 
munity fire safety, Group 
Commander Chris Parker, is 
concerned. 

He said: “When fire crews 
are called to attend small 
nuisance fires, they are pre¬ 
vented from attending real 
emergencies like a house 
fire or road traffic collision 
at which our specialist skills 
and equipment are needed 
to potentially save a life. 

“Fires involving stacks of 
straw or stubble fields can 
also be time-consuming for 
fire crews, tying up resources 
for even longer. 

“Setting something on fire 
deliberately - even if it is a 
tree, fence or stubble in a 
field - is arson and is a seri¬ 
ous criminal offence. 

“Fire spreads quickly and 
can destroy property, busi¬ 
nesses and lives, therefore 
we would urge anyone who 
sees anything suspicious to 
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call the police.” 

Firefighters have been 
called to almost a dozen 
deliberate blazes in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire over the last few 
weeks and only two Sundays 
ago there were two arson 
attacks in East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

The first incident was in 
Mill Corner, Soham, when 
an area of grass measur¬ 
ing around 5m by 10m was 
deliberately set alight. 

Just hours later firefighters 
were called to another arson 
attack in East Fen, Isleham. 

Fast Thursday firefighters 
from Ely were also called to a 
bonfire which had got out of 
control in Bluntisham. 

Mr Parker said: “Quite of¬ 
ten at this time of year we un¬ 
fortunately see a rise in the 
number of small nuisance 
fires that involve things like 
grass, trees, vegetation, bins 
and waste materials. 

“Some of these are start¬ 
ed deliberately and others 


are accidental. A majority 
are easily avoidable and we 
would encourage people to 
take simple steps to prevent 
these types of fires. 

“Keep bins, rubbish and 
garden cuttings out of view 
to prevent opportunistic 
arsonists setting fire to them. 

“We would also recom¬ 
mend residents and busi¬ 
nesses take their waste to 
recycling centres or have it 
collected rather than light a 
bonfire. 

“Bonfires can quickly be¬ 
come out of control and 
spread to houses, trees and 
fencing. 

“If you do choose to have 
a bonfire, then ensure it is 
built well away from trees, 
foliage and other property. 
Pay attention to the weather, 
including wind direction, 
and never leave it unattend¬ 
ed.”

Vote with your 
fork and shovel 

ONE sure way to worsen world 
hunger is to destroy people's capacity 
to feed themselves, which is what 
industrial agriculture has largely done. 
Small-scale farmers produce most of 
the world's food but are squeezed into 
less than one quarter of the world's 
farmland - or less than one fifth if you 
omit China and India. 

There is probably no more profound 
example of agro-corporations making 
poverty worse than farmers in rural 
India where one farmer kills himself 


every 30 minutes - typically by 
ingesting the pesticides he can no 
longer afford. Improving access to 
healthy foods makes more sense than 
genetic alteration of the food supply. 
Case in point: Golden rice industry's 
answer to the problem of Vitamin 
A deficiency in developing nations. 
Even if golden rice was successfully 
introduced ... a women would need 
to eat 161 bs of cooked rice daily in 
order to get sufficient Vitamin A if 
golden rice were her only source of 
the nutrient. So taken as a whole, the 
nutritional usefulness of golden rice 
is a joke - but it is a boon for the GE 
industry, serving as yet another profit 
base that further increases farmers' 
dependence on patented seeds and 
agricultural chemicals. 

There is good news - some very 
enterprising people in the UK and 


abroad are doing things differently 
and it's working. They are returning 
to more traditional ways of farming, 
supporting the land rather than 
destroying it working in partnership 
with nature instead of trying dominate 
it. We need to reconnect with this 
complex food web and continue or 
start to grow our own food. 

It can be done even in the smallest 
of gardens. Building a system 
(somehow) that relies heavily on 
locally grown foods would go a long 
way toward solving many of our 
global health problems. And I quote 
'your most powerful tool for change is 
your fork - you vote with your fork at 
least three times a day. But you can 
also vote with your shovel and start 
growing some of your own food'.

NATIONALLY the number of 
top A-level grades might have 
fallen slightly this year - but that 
wasn’t the case at King’s Ely or Ely 
College Sixth-Form. 

At King’s Ely, 44 per cent of all 
A2 grades achieved were A* or A 
and 68 per cent were graded A* 
to B. Seventy-four per cent of pu¬ 
pils achieved grades A* to C - all 
of which are an improvement on 
last year’s figures.

Jane Thomas, vice principal 
academic at King’s, said: “We are 
very proud of the achievements 
of all of our A-level students. 

“Their results are testament to 
the hard work and application 
they have shown as well as the 
dedication of their teachers. 

“We wish them every success 
for the future as they venture out 
into the world beyond school.” 

Students at Ely College Sixth- 
Form maintained the overall pass 
rate from last year with 96 per 
cent of subject entries achieving 


a grade A* to E or equivalent. 

For higher grades, at A* to C 
or equivalent, the pass rate was 
62 per cent - a significant 12 per 
cent improvement on the 2014 
results. 

Students achieved particularly 
well in history, geography and 
art, with more than 70 per cent of 
students achieving higher grades. 

There were many successes 


in vocational subjects. In sport 
more than 70 per cent of entries 
were graded at Distinction +, 
which is the highest grade pos¬ 
sible. 

Distinction grades were also 
achieved in media and applied 
science and students studying 
the professional accountancy 
course achieved 100 per cent 
success. 


Mark Sirot-Smith, director of 
sixth-form, said: “Students and 
staff have worked fantastically 
well together to produce some 
real successes.

On january 22, the father was 
dismissed for gross misconduct. 

Barwick, who pleaded guilty at 
the first opportunity on Tuesday, 
has no previous convictions.

Steve’s taking 
on 100km in 
Lisa’s memory 


A MAN will be putting his 
stamina to the test to raise 
funds for some of Africa’s 
most deprived children. 

Steve Bresnen, 55, is 
taking part in the London 
to Cambridge 100k Ultra 
Marathon to raise as much 
as he can for the Lisa Kent 
Memorial Trust. 

The trust was set up 
after the death of the 
popular 19-year-old in 
December 2003. 

Lisa was one of three 
teenagers killed when the 
car they were travelling 
in veered off the road and 
plunged into the River 
Ouse at New River Bank, 
near Littleport. 

The driver of the car, 
Darren Isaacson, who was 
21 at the time, was jailed 
for seven years after being 
convicted of dangerous

driving. Daniel Davy and 
Sam Murphy, both 15 and 
from Ely, were also killed in 
the crash. 

Determined to ensure 
Lisa’s legacy lived on, her 
friends and family set up 
the Lisa Kent Memorial 
Trust. 

Lisa had a love of chil¬ 
dren and so the trustees 
decided to help some of 
the world’s most deprived 
youngsters in The Gambia. 

The trust achieved char¬ 
itable status in 2005 and 
since then it has helped to 
build three schools, pro¬ 
viding thousands of chil¬ 
dren, many of which are 
orphans, with a safe place 
to learn. 


The trustees visit The 
Gambia at least three or 
four times a year, during 
which they teach children, 
carry out maintenance 
work and generally get in¬ 
volved. 

Steve, from Gamlingay, 
near Cambridge, will be 
running the 100k (62 miles) 
from London’s Olympic 
Park to Cambridge on Sat¬ 
urday, August 29, in aid of 
the trust and, to date, he 
has raised £1,000.

Chief dismisses 
Vorst value’ tag 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S police 
and crime commissioner 
(PCC) Sir Graham Bright has 
fired back at criticism over 
his soaring staffing costs and 
accusations he is the ‘worst 
value’ crime chief in the 
country. 

Campaign group the Tax- 
Payers’ Alliance has released 
figures suggesting Sir Gra¬ 
ham’s office spent more per 
head than any other PCC. 

The Tory PCC has since hit 
back suggesting the alliance 
used dodgy figures. 

But according to the PCC’s 
office’s draft accounts, Sir 
Graham’s office costs in¬ 
creased from £870,000 to 
£ 1.02m over the past 12 
months - including a rise of 
some 60 per cent in spend¬ 
ing on staff. 

Edward Leigh, a member 
of the county’s police and 
crime panel, said: “There’s 
all sorts of oddities we need 
to get to the bottom of. We 
weren’t expecting such a big 
increase in costs.” 

Sir Graham said: “I am ex-

tremely mindful of the costs 
of my office. However, in or¬ 
der to meet the level of sav¬ 
ings needed I require a team 
to support me.” 

This included transferring 
staff from Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary to his payroll, 
as well as staff coordinating 
joint working with Bedford¬ 
shire and Hertfordshire. 

He said: “I have also had 
to make arrangements to 
deliver many additional re¬ 
sponsibilities through the 
commissioning of over £2.2 
million of grants. 

“These grants include 
victim’s support, restorative 
justice and managing com¬ 
munity safety grants. 

“In addition to this my 
team has led successful 
bids for government fund¬ 
ing of over £450,000 to sup¬ 
port various projects, money 
which would not have come 
to Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 


terborough without our 
leadership.” 

Sir Graham says he has 
also delivered £14 million 
of savings over his past two 
years in the £71,000-a-year 
role. 

Jonathan Isaby, the alli¬ 
ance’s chief executive, said: 
“We can quibble endlessly 
about official figures, or Mr 
Bright could - as many other 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioners have done - focus in¬ 
stead on how to deliver fur¬ 
ther savings to the taxpayer. 

“PCCs have an impor¬ 
tant job to do, but that’s no 
excuse for spiralling staff 
costs.” 

Sir Graham’s deputy is 
Brian Ashton - former leader 
of East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council and twice May¬ 
or of Ely.

‘Shortage 
of skills* 


T WO thirds of exporters are 

struggling to recruit skilled staff, 
figures released by the British 
Chambers of Commerce reveal. 

The latest Quarterly International 
Trade Outlook (ITO) reveals that 
while the volume of UK exports 
remains high, and confidence 
among both services firms and 
manufacturers is increasing, more 
than two thirds of exporters (68 per 
cent) reported difficulties hiring staff 
during Q2 2015 - the highest level 
since Q4 2013. 

The most difficult area of 
recruitment reported was in finding 
skilled staff. 

John Bridge OBE DL, chief 
executive of Ely Chamber of 
Commerce, said: "The skills 
shortage is an issue identified several 
years ago by organisations across 
Cambridgeshire but that is starting to 
have a real impact on productivity. 

"The government has announced 
ambitions to massively increase 
UK exports by 2020 but it's clear 


that without a clear strategy to 
address skills shortages, that target is 
increasingly lacking credibility. 

"There is a real mismatch 
between the skills being taught 
to young people and those that 
employers are seeking to assess 
employability. 

"As a result we desperately need 
education providers and employers 
to continue to work together to 
identify the skills, attitudes and 
behaviours that will equip young 
people for the world of work. 

"From self-discipline and 
communications skills to specific 
knowledge of manufacturing 
processes and foreign languages, 
employers have a key role to play 
in identifying the skills crucial to 
business growth." 

The ITO also showed that firms 
are increasingly confident that 
turnover will rise in the coming 
months, leading to a third of firms 
expecting to take on additional staff 
in the next three months as a result.

Volvo tops the JD 
Power happy poll 


V OLVO ranks highest 

among premium brands 
and Honda ranks 
highest among volume brands 
in UK customer satisfaction 
with vehicle service, according 
to the JD Power 2015 UK 
Customer Service Index (CSI) 
StudySM released this week. 

The inaugural study 
measures UK customer 
satisfaction with their service 
experience at a franchised 
dealer facility for maintenance 
and repair work. The study 
explores customer satisfaction 
with their service dealer by 
examining five measures 
(listed in order of importance): 
service quality (26 per cent); 
service initiation (23 per cent); 
service advisor (19 per cent); 
vehicle pick-up (1 7 per cent); 
and service facility (16 per 
cent). Satisfaction is calculated 
on a 1,000-point scale. 

The CSI Study is a 
comprehensive analysis of the 
vehicle service experience 


and is conducted by JD Power 
in 16 countries worldwide, 
providing detailed after-sales 
solutions for automakers and 
dealerships. 

Volvo ranks highest among 
premium brands in satisfaction 
with a score of 779. Volvo is 
followed by Land Rover (767) 
and Audi (762). Honda ranks 
highest among volume brands 
in satisfaction with a score of 
768. Suzuki and Toyota rank 
second in a tie (759 each), 
and Kia and Skoda rank fourth 
in a tie (758 each). 

"The common perception is 
that the luxury brands are able 
to deliver a more satisfying 
customer experience, but the 
study shows this is not the 
case," said Dr Axel Sprenger, 
senior director of European 
automotive operations at JD 
Power. "Any brand and any 
dealership can provide a 
consistently positive customer 
experience if they make it a 
priority and have the people 


and processes in place. When 
they do, they likely will see 
an increase in revenue and 
will be able to build customer 
loyalty." 

The 2015 UK CSI study 
finds that satisfaction 
with dealer service leads 
to customer loyalty and 
advocacy. Among the 20 
per cent of customers who 
are highly satisfied with 
their dealer service (overall 
satisfaction scores of 900 and 
above), 78 per cent say they 
"definitely will" purchase their 
next vehicle from that dealer 
and 85 percent "definitely 
will" recommend the dealer to 
friends and family. 

In contrast, among 
customers less satisfied (scores 
of 700-899), only 36 per 
cent indicate an intention to 
purchase their next vehicle 
from that dealer, and only 42 
per cent say they "definitely 
will" recommend the dealer 
to others.
